'The 
solicitation of funds was en¬ 
trusted to President Mitchell 
and Secretary Hawks of the 
Hoaid of Ti'ade, Mayor Dietz, 
and Messrs. Ham, Kelly and 
Topping. 

Sierra Madre will also be rej^ 
resented in the Red Cross di¬ 
vision, so ther e is every prospect 
that Sier ra Madre will be con- 
spicious, if not a prize winner.
